Brezhnev 
boasts of 
big harvest 


MOSCOW. Communist Party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev said yester- 
day this year’s Soviet grain harvest 
could well exceed the record of 
222.5 million tons, 


Speaking to the party’s Central 
Committee in its second session 
this year, Brezhnev said that up to 
now 216 million tons had been 
harvested —- the second highest 
ever produced by the Soviet Union. 

“The harvest is continuing,” he 
said. “One can think that we will 
either go right up to the figures of 
the record 1973 harvest, or even 
go over it. That is a mighty victory,” 
he declared. 

- Brezhnev also said the average 
annual output of grain over the 
1976-80 five-year economic 
period would be up by 40 million 
tons over the average for 1971-75. 

Last year the Soviet Union pro- 
duced only 140 million tons and 
was compelled to sign a Jong term 
agreement for the Purchate οἱ 
OD tween six and eight million 
annually from the U.S. for the next 
five years. 

Brezhnev’s figure was the frst 
hard estimate of the harvest by 8 
Soviet leader although the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture said last 
month it believed the total would 
be around 215 million tons.

Students want c’ttee to look 
into higher education

Israel's national student union is 
now demanding the establishment 
of a committee to examine. the 
structure and function of institu- 
tions of ‘higher education in this 
country, 88 8. condition to accepting 
this year’s tuition fee of 114,933 
without a strike. 

At an eight-hour meeting yester- 
day in Jerusalem, the’ presidents of 
the universities student unions 
agreed: unanimously to bring up 
the. new demand while ‘continuing 
‘negotiations on the agreement 
Ynitialled last week by National 
Union head Dubie Bergman and 
Wducation Minister Aharon Yadlin. 

The agreement softened the rise 
in tuition fees with a IL700 grant 
to be determined on the basis of- 
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economic army, and volunteer 
service, The exact criteria for the 
grant will be determined by a com- 
mittee. A second committee to be 
set up according to the agreement 
would examine the ways to institute 
graduated tuition fees in 1977-78. 

Besides adding the demand for 
yet a third committee (on structure 
and function), yesterday’s student 
meeting decided that if graduated 
fees are not instituted for next 
year, fees will be either frozen at 
this years' rate, or revert to last 
years’ IL2.700. with an. increase 
calculated by the two-year rise in 
the cost of living. 

Since 1959, tuition fees have been 
determined: according to the C-o-L. 
index. But this year the Govern- 
ment decided that its tremendously 
increased share in the cost of higher 
education made this method of 
determining fees unrealistic.

‘Revolutionary’ grain elevator 
completes first year’s operation 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAGA. — The silo com- 
pany yesterday gave its first press 
showing of its “revolutionary” new 
grain elevator, Invented and deve- 
loped by company engineer Yitzhak 
Beresinsky. After just over-a year 
of operation in the port, “practical- 
ly ,all the bugs have been ironed 
out,” and it has already discharged 
& million tons of grain from ships, 
without serious breakdowns. The ele- 
vator was built in Israel, with only 
certain parts being imported. 

The inventor, 2 53-year-old im- 
migrant from Australia, and Dagon 
general manager Dr, Reuben Hecht, 
said the elevator’s main advantages 
were its low cost, (half of a con- 
ventional one); its low weight, 
which was specially important when 
quays such as those at Haifa Port 


could not support heavy structures, 
its simple maintenance, its much 
smaller operating manpower require- 
ments, and its low con- 
sumption, only one-fifth of a pneu- 
matic elevator. 

The elevator works mechanically, 
conveying grain between two rubber 
belts, held together by air pressure. 
It can discharge up to 600 tons per 
hour, compared to the 175 tons 
each of Dagon’s two imported pneu- 
matic elevators. The elevator could 
also be used for discharging or 
loading any granulated or powdered 
bulk materials, such as phosphates 
and cement, and would be even 
more efficient at higher capacities. 
The idea is protected by patents in 
26 countries, and various foreign 
firms have expressed interest. It 


took five years to develop. 


Malraz plans to protest 
dump-enlargement scheme

TEL AVIV. — Threats of demon- 
strations against continued use of 
the Hiriya garbage dump here were 
voiced on Sunday by spokesmen for 
Malraz (the Council for the Pre- 
vention of Noise and Air Pollu- 
tion). The group also plans to cir- 
culate petitions to residents of 
Azor, Gannot and Hemed, the set- 
tlements nearest to Hiriya. 

‘Malraz held a press conference 
to protest plans to “tem- 
porarlly” enlarge the garbage 
dump, which for the past 25 years 
has been spreading foul odours in 
the Azor-Gannct sector. 

The council said the Dan region 
should have a modern garbage-in- 
cinerating plant- of the sort that 


can be found in any modern indus- 
trialized country. 

All of the Dan Region's garbage 
goes to the 260-dunam Hiriya dump, 
where it is piled in heaps of up to 
15 metres ‘high. The Dan Reglon 
Garbage Disposal Union has asked 
the Lands administration to allocate 
another 100 dunams for the garbage 
dump, until a permanent solution 
for disposing of the region's refuse 
can be found. 

At a weekend meeting, between 
Interior and Health Ministers Yosef 
Burg and Victor Shemtov, it was 
decided that the Hiriya site would 
no longer serve as a dumping 
ground for solid waste materials, 
and would be a garbage disposal 
area only until an alternate place 
could ‘be arranged.

ONE or” THE UNTRUTHS we live 
by is that free elections are a judge- 
ment on past government and a 
choice for the future. Somehow or 
other, we like to believe; the 
mysterious workings of a deep pop- 
ular wisdom decreed the change of 
government in Sweden last month, 
decided between the two Helmuts in 
West Germany this month, and next 
month will ratify or. reject the 
leadership of President Ford in 
America and Premier Miki in Japan 
(neither of whom has yet faced an 
election as leader). 

Yet the evidence Mes before us 
every day that the election process, 
especially at the national leadership 
Jevel, is mostly a lottery. Public opi- 
nion is swayed. as much by 
trivialities and irrelevancies as by 
facts and policies, and so volatile 
that it is almost constantly in mo- 
tion. Rational choice plays about as 
big a part in the outcome as con- 
tinental drift. 

In half a dozen elections in big 
Western countries in recent years it 
has been painfully clear from the 
trendof opin polls that holding the 
election a week earlier, or a week 
later, would have reversed the ver- 
dict. What sort of mature popular 
wisdom gives an unknown quantity 
like Mr. Jimmy Carter 47 per cent of 
the American vote in March and 62 
per cent of the vote in July, when in 
between he has done nothing and 
said practically nothing of conse- 
quence?

Reco; thet most elections 
are: lotteries should not breed 
cynicism. There is an element of 
principle in politics, and once in ea 
while national elections are actually 
fought on some great issue where the 
dividing line is clear. For the most 
part, the muddle of policies, per- 
sonalities and transient popular 
moods, which successful candidates 
somehow cobble together into vic- 
tory, simply reflect the variety and 
confusion of human social life. 


IF THEN a democratic election is 
most often the moral equivalent of a 
lottery, with few clear choices possi- 
‘ble, and in any case no 
foreknowledge of what particular 
qualities .will be most needed in a 
‘ypational leader over the next years, 
what is it good for? The answer may 
perhaps be found in some of the ear- 
ly democracies of classical times, 
when they actually did choose public 
officials by lot from among the 
citizens. * 

The point about elections is not 
that you get better leaders. It is 
probably largely the same breeds of 
yoen who are drawn tq polities in 
democratic and in totalitarian 
states, though they accept radically 
different ground rules. It is just that 
you get to change your leaders at 
frequent intervals. 

The group you dismiss may not 
have done much harm, and the 
bunch you put in their place are like- 
‘ly no better. But the sheer fact of 
‘yeguiar,-unpredictable change at the 
top is the great 
individual liberty and variety which 

‘ are the real benefits of a democracy.

CHINA’S MOSLEMS judging by the 
latest research, seem to have led at 
various periods of history an ex- 
igtence somewhat like that of the 
Marranos in Spain. 

The three great monotheistic

CRICKET 18 that game 
Englishmen play in the movies. I 
had never watched a cricket 
match before coming to Israel and 
I didn't really jump at the Invita- 
tion to go to Ashdod to see the Cen- 
tral Israel Cricket Club of Ashdod 
play against the Harrow Cricket 
Club of Harrow, England. 
Besides, I come from America, 
where at World Series time no one 
would ever watch cricket. 

Cricket is played on a flat field 
of any dimension, professional 
size being about 180 yards by 145 
yards. The centre of the circular 
or oval field is a strip 22 yards 
long, which may be covered by 
matting. There are three wooden 
stumps (the wicket) at each end of 
the strip. The stumps are stuck 
into the ground and rise to a 
height of 28 inches. 

The offensive or scoring idea is 
to hit a pitched ball either out of 
the field or far enough away from 
the wicket to allow the batters to 
run the length of the mat. The 


defensive team trics to hit the 
stumps with the pitched ball or to 
catch the hitbal! on the fly to score 
an out. 

That all seems simple cnough, 
but then there are problems 
because the language of the game 
is ail wrong. The pitcher [8 called 
a bowler, and what he does is 
bowl, not pitch. The ball 15 thrown 
on the fly, with a running start, 
and it !s supposed to bounce 
before the batter's box, which ls 
called a crease. The batter is call- 
ed a batsman, but the catcher isa 
wicket-keeper and he wears 
hockey gloves. The left flelder is 
“‘mid-on,’’ the right fielder is 
“‘mid-off,"" and short stop is ‘“‘allly 
mid-on.” There are three “slip 
fielders” to shag foul tips near the 
catcher which count as hits. Also, 
although it’s a hard ball, fielders 
don't use mitts. 

There are two batsmen, one at 
each end of the strip. They wear 
protective leg pads, like a hockey 
goalie. Their primary job is to

protect the wicket — the three- 
stick fence which is nine inches 
wide. On top of each wicket are 
two little pieces of wood, called 
bails.

IF THE BALL js hit hard enough 
and the field is big, they can keep 
on scoring unt!] the ball is thrown 
back to the strip. The defensive 
team can score an out by lagging 
the wicket when the batsman is 
out of his crease. The batsman is 
in his crease when his bat, which 
he carries when he rung, is in the 
ercase. 

The bat is flat like a paddle, but 
with a humped back. When the

The bowler/pltcher bowls six 
times, called’ an ‘‘over,'' to 
whichever of the two batsmen Is 
facing him. There are no strikea 
or balls and spina and spitballs 
are legal. , 

The game progrceases with one 
team at bat ὑπ} there ore ten outs, 
which makes an inning, or until 
the captain feels that his team has 
scored cnough runs. The other 
side {s then given the chance to 
score εἰ greater number of runs 
before ten batamen lose ‘their 
wickets. Each team usually has 
two innings. 

Tf the game fs called off at a pre- 
arranged time, or at sunset, 
before the second team has a 
chance to bat, then the game is a 
drawregardiess of the score. So if 
the bowlers can’t bowl straight or 
the batter is not inclined to awing 
away, the first side is never out,

Meshel would cut subsidies 
for aid-to-needy system

Nosebleeds without panic 


FEW THINGS can be guaranteed to 
cause as much immediate upset and 
panic as & sudden nose-bleed in a 
young ae a 
6 ons usually unexpected. 
The blood seems to pour out at an 
rate. The child becomes in- 
creasingly fretful and enxious az the 


red stream appears to defy all well- . 


meaning parental attempts to stop 
2. Cotton wool is stuffed up the offend- 
ing nostril, or ice placed over the 
nose or a cold key is put behind the 
child's neck but to no avail. The in- 
cessant drip continues until it either 
ceases , seemingly of its own accord, 
or the distraught parents decide that 
they have had enough and take the 
child to the emergency room of the 
nearest hospital to obtain help. For- 
tunately, armed with a Piittie 
knowledge of first-aid and presence 
of mind, this ia a chain of events 
which any parent can Hterally nip in 
the bud. 

Twas called out at two in the morn- 
ing a few months to see 2 five- 
year-old boy in one of the moshavim 
where I work. His nose had started to 
bleed unexpectedly while he was 
sleeping. Nothing was able to 
staunch the flow. I knew that the 
ehild had had a slight cold for the 
previous few days, but otherwise he 


was a remarkably healthy 
specimen. 

When I arrived, there had been no 
change in the situation, 80 I decided 
touse a method which, if undertaken 
correctly. has my personal 
guarantee: it will stop all simple 
nose-bleeds of this type. 

I placed the boy on the edge of his 
ved and sat down heside him. I put 
his head fly forward and then 
pinched: his nostrils between my 
thumb and Index finger, applying 
light, but firm, pressure. I continued 
this pressure for about ten minutes. 
The child breathed slowly through 
his mouth. I then gently released my 
fingers. As I had confidently ex- 
pected the bieeding had stopped, 
much to the relief of all concerned. 
Within a few minutes the boy was 
faat asleep again, and all the worry 
and anxiety of the previous half-hour 
had vanished. 

Had the nose-bleed occurred dur- 
ing the day, I would have cautioned 
the boy against blowing or picking 
his nose for a few hours so as not to 
disturb the blood clot which had 


‘formed and also against bending 


over, an action which raises the 
blood pressure m the nose and may 
upset the bicod clot. 

Nose-bleeds of this sort are 


relatively common in children at this 
age. especially during an upper 
respiratory infection such 85 a cold 
or the flu. Other causes, of course, 
include determined picking or 
trauma to the vose for any reason. 
Only very rarely does a nose-bleed at 
this age indicate som more 
serious, such as a blood abnormali- 


some children seem to be more 
prone to nose-bleeds than others, 
although the method outlined above 
will prove effective treatment. 
Usually I refer such children to an 
ear, nose and throat specialist for a 
more detailed examination. If he 
finds that the bleeding each time 
seems to be coming from the same 
area inside the nose, he may decide 
to cauterize the spot, a process 
whereby the small blood 
vessels are permanently destroyed 
by the application of intense heat for 
a very short time, by a special in- 
strument designed for this purpose. 

In the case of my young patient, a 
routine blood test, which I do for all 
these cases, was entirely normal A 
similar mild episode of bleeding dur- 
ing a more recent cold was com- 
petently dealt with by his father, 
without my having to get out of bed 
again.

the field of absorption. But is the dissolution of the Ministry 
ily a solution?

While | down the axe on the Ministry of Absorption, 
the Horev Commission proposes to magnify the powers of of the 
Jewish Agency, albeit abolishing one of its departments. This 
is rather odd, for the Commission itself has some pretty harsh 
words for the Agency. The Agency’s aliya emissary system, 
it says, has been largely a waste of money. Indeed, the expe- 
rience of the past gives no warrant for assuming that the 
Agency’s cumbersome and inefficient bureaucracy would ever 
be any better than the Ministry's. 

Or could it be that the Commission has in mind not the 
Agency as it is, but as it might be when it is, for example, 
properly de-politicized? This is suggested by a statement made 
by Mr. Horev to this newspaper yesterday. But it is missing 
from his committee’s report, and, in any case, it reflects wish- 
ful thinking.

LETTER FROM MEXICO | 


MEXICO CITY. — 


AFTER SPENDING much of his six- 
year term ina purauit of Third World 
leadership that sometimes involved 
an anti-Zionist strategy, President 
Luis Echeverria is. trying to 

Mexico's ties with Israel. 

The Mexicans hope that El Al 
flights to Mexico — an agreement 
resulting from the President’s-per- 
sonal intervention -— will attract 
Jewish passengers trom Central 
America and the U.S. West Coast — 
and thus put a final seal on the 
“Jewish tourism boycott.” 

In November, a group of 
businessmen and industrialists, in- 
cluding some of the most influential 
representatives of Mexico's private 
sector, will he going on δ. trade mission 
to Israel — apparently at the sugges-. 
tion of the President. 

When Echeverria was in San An- 
tonio, Texas, early this month to 
open a Mexican trade fair, he met 
for several hours with local Jewish 
community leaders.

The President-elect, Jose Lopez 
Portillo, talked with Jewish 
representatives in Washington 
recently, to reinforce the same im- 
pression.
